On receipt of information about the possibility of opium smugglcis passing thiough 
Kulighati in Raiasthan, the preventive party, consisting of Shri Santokh Singh, Deputy 
Superintendent (Fxecutive), Shri Govind N. Gurnani, Preventive Inspector, 2 Sepoys and 
a Driver were posted near Tirtheswar Mahadev Temple in Kalighati o .he 18th May, 
1974 and they set up a road block At about 6 P.M. a Jeep with 3 occupants was 
sighted. On seeing iVie blockade, the Jeep took a sudden turn, with a view to escape. 
While taking this turn, the U-bolt of the Jeep gave way and it was therefore. forced to 
halt. The preventive party led by STshri Santokh Singh and Govind N. Giimani gave 
chase but the smugglers with a view to picvent the Jeep and the ofliceis getting hold of 
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ment opened the, In this Shri Santokh Singh who was out of the Jeep along with. 2 Sepoys, 
was hit- The smuggleis used a 12 ho re gun and tne pellets hit Shri Santokh Singh on 
several pans oi his ixidy, Undetcicd by the pellet injury, Snri Santokh aingh oidered 
fire after taking adequate cover. In the meantime, Shri ournani who was in the from 
seal ol' the Goveinment Jeep was also injured. There was an exchange of fire in which 
Shri Santokh Singh and Shri Gurnani and one of the Sepoys fired several rounds of 
bullets. In spite of the heavy firing Shri Gurnani ordered his Driver to drive towards 
the sniuggleis and in the process the Departmental Jeep was hit twice and the radiator 
was damaged, Ihis courageous act of the preventive party unnerved the smugglers 
who ran, into the jungle alter abandoning their Jeep. The preventive parly thereupon 
rushed to the smugglers Jeep and recovered opium weighing 177 kgs. This daring act, 
performed even at the risk of their lives, resulted in | the seizure of the vehicle and 
contraband goods valued at about Rs. 1,15,000,

Statement of services foi which the certificate hut) been awarded. 

Shri N. Sreedhatan has been wot ling us Inspector in the Customs foimaiidn at 
Kasargode, a coastal town in the extreme north of Kerala. Working against great odds 
in this small place, ban Steednuran built up his contacts and undaunted by tnreats and 
intimations on a number of occasions, he was responsible for working out the 
detection of a largo number of cases during the period April, 1971 to March, 1974, 
involving seizure 01 contraband goods worth Ks, 46 lakhs, the most spectacular of the 
seizures effected on the basis of the mfoimaliou gaihcied by bhri Srecdharan is that ot 
the fishing boat "Aisha” with 86 silver ingots collectively valued at Ks, 32 lakns on the 
morning of 22nd March, 1974 after at thrilling cncounlet. lhts seizure resulted in the 
apprehension and attest oi a leading smuggler who had been operating in Kasargode 
since the kite 1950a. 

This seizure was the result of an accurate information patiently gathered and 
imaginatively worked out by Shri Sieedharan over a .period of one year. On the 
morning of 22nd March, 1974, Shri Srcedharan, Inspector (Ordinary Grade) along with 
other officers and staff engaged 1 an unsuspecting fishing boat from Kasargode, boarded it 
in the outei sea under strict sectecy and proceeded under camouflage to the suspected 
waters 40 Kms. south in the guise of fishing with its nets down. They used sophisticated 
trans-receivers to intercept messages that were being conveyed amongst the smugglers 
on the land, the Arab Launch in the ,sca and the fishing boat carrying contraband to or 
from the shore. By diligent analysis of the messages, the officers were able to ascertain 
the venue and time of the scheduled operations. Inspite of unfamiliarity with the area 
of the operations and the lact that the smuggleis craft as well as the patrol boat were 
operating in pitch datkness without iany lights or indicator, the patrol boat was able to 
locate the smuggler’s boat with the help of a split second flicker of light on the top of 
the boat 1 which served as an indicator to the approaching Arab Launch. In the mean¬ 
time, the Arab Launch and the smuggler's boat had docked together and had started 
the trans-shipment of the silvei By the time the smuggler’s craft noticed the patrol boat 
it was too late and though they had disentangled themselves, the patrol boat was able 
to chase the smuggler's craft and after firing warning shofs (he officers in the patrol 
boat were able to land on the smuggler's bout, overpower the crew and capture it. This 
daring act, performed at the risk of his life, resulted in a seizure of a fishing boat, 
“ATSHA” with 86 silver ingots collectively valued at Rs. 32 lakhs.
